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Leaky  water  pipes  still  plague  Halas

An  indoor  swimming  pool 
is  a  nice  feature  in  a  dorm. 
But,  when  the  dorm  is  not 
equipped  for  such  a  feature, 
it  does  create  a  problem. 

Leaking  showers  caused 
flooding  in  both  Halas  and 
Bennett  halls.  Halas’  water 
problems  began  around 
Homecoming,  and  Bennett 


has  had  an  ongoing  problem 
the  past  two  or  three  years. 
Water  covered  the  bathroom 
floor  and  overflowed  into  the 
hallways. 

This  caused  quite  an  in¬ 
convenience  to  all  residents 
concerned.  “It  was  a  pain  to 
have  to  put  my  shoes  on  to  go 
brush  my  teeth,”  said  senior 
Kara  Borgetti. 

Maintenance  had  the 
problem  in  Halas  fixed  before 


Christmas  break.  However, 
the  leaking  began  again,  this 
time  from  one  of  the  sinks. 
Locating  the  source  of  the 
flooding  took  a  long  time. 
Since  most  of  the  bathroom 
plumbing  is  connected  verti¬ 
cally,  it  was  difficult  to  pin¬ 
point  problems. 

Flooding  prompted  some 
residents  to  put  up  “No  swim¬ 
ming"  signs.  Others  com¬ 
plained  about  having  water 


turned  off  to  find  the  prob¬ 
lem. 

A  ceramics  specialist  came 
in  to  regrout  all  the  shower 
stalls  in  Halas.  He  will  also  be 
working  on  Bennett,  Noll  and 
Gallagher.  All  of  these  build¬ 
ings  have  the  original  piping 
which  is  up  to  30  years  old. 

Around  the  second  week 
in  January,  Gallagher  Hall 
also  had  a  flooding  problem 
in  its  first  and  second  floor 


lounges.  Water  leaked  from  a 
hole  in  a  heating  pipe.  Leak¬ 
ing  in  the  middle  of  the  night 
causing  a  lot  standing  water. 

Fred  Plant,  assistant  vice 
president  for  facilities  and 
planning,  stated  that  dorm 
repairs  are  one  of  the  reasons 
Saint  Joseph’s  has  fundrais¬ 
ers.  “We’ve  spent  a  lot  of 
money,  but  we  still  need  to 
spend  a  lot  more”  on  mainte¬ 
nance,  Plant  said.

One-year  delay  set 
in  publishing  PHASE 


Production  of  PHASE  88- 
89  was  suspended  last  week 
because  of  problems  stem¬ 
ming  from  lack  of  organiza¬ 
tion,  experience  and  inter¬ 
est  Mary  Ellen  Cross,  PHASE 
advisor,  announced  the  one- 
year  hiatus  to  the  student 
senate  Monday. 

Cross  thought  part  of  the 
problem  might  have  been  a 
lack  of  communication  but 
did  not  no  how  else  to  inform 
students  of  photo  opportuni¬ 
ties.  “We  made  posters,  sent 
letters  to  resident  assistants, 
made  announcements  in  the 
cafeteria,  in  STUFF  and  on 
WPUM,  but  peoplejust  didn't 
show  up.”  Out  of  169  sen¬ 
iors,  only  70  had  their  pic¬ 
tures  taken  for  the  yearbook. 
Of  the  23  dorm  floors  invited, 
10  did  not  come  to  two  differ¬ 


ent  group  photo  sessions 
scheduled  in  November  and 
January.  The  group  shots 
were  also  lacking.  Although 
many  had  pictures  taken, 
very  often  only  a  third  or  half 
of  a  club  or  dorm  floor’s 
membership  was  repre¬ 
sented,  according  to  the 
advisor. 

Cross,  advising  the  year¬ 
book  for  the  first  time  this 
year  along  with  other  cam¬ 
pus  publications,  was  sur¬ 
prised  at  the  lack  of  interest 
shown  by  students  to  sup¬ 
port  the  yearbook.  She  said, 
“I  thought  students  would 
want  to  be  in  the  yearbook 
out  of  habit,  that  they  would 
look  for  opportunities  to 
appear  in  it.  This  just  wasn’t 
the  case.” 

Experience  was  also  a

by  Proposal  42  Why  does  Bible  sell?  It  beats  me

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In  the  world  today,  many 
kids  dream  of  going  to  col¬ 
lege.  Many  kids  do  go  to  col¬ 
lege.  Their  family  income  al¬ 
lows  them,  or  they  were  tal¬ 
ented  enough  to  receive  a 
scholarship  of  some  sort. 

It  used  to  be  that,  when  a 
kid  finished  high  school,  he 
had  a  chance  to  bring  his 
dream  true.  But,  now,  these 
new  rules  by  the  NCAA  have 
destroyed  the  parents’  pock- 
etbook  and  the  dreams  their 
kids  have  on  going  to  college. 

In  1983  the  NCAA  put  in  a 
new  rule  for  student-athletes. 
It  was  known  as  Proposition 
48,  and  it  supported  the  tests 
that  could  not  be  passed  but 
by  wizards.  They  are  referred 
to  as  the  SAT  and  ACT  tests. 
These  tests  were  required  in 
order  for  high  school  gradu¬ 
ates  to  further  their  educa¬ 
tion. 

High  school  athletes  who 
wanted  to  attend  bigger  Divi¬ 
sion  I  schools  must  have 
received  a  1 5  on  the  ACT  and 
at  least  a  700  on  the  SAT, 
according  to  Proposition  48. 
This  affected  many  top  qual¬ 
ity  athletes.  Some  had  to  go 
to  smaller  colleges,  and  some 
could  not  attend  college  at 
all.  The  ones  that  the  colleges 
took  chances  on  any  way 


scholarship,  but  they  suffered 
by  having  to  sit  out  of  varsity 
action  for  one  full  year. 

This  was  not  hurting  par¬ 
ents.  For  the  ones  who  did 
not  receive  full  scholarships, 
their  parents  had  financial 
aid  to  help  put  their  children 
through  school.  This  is  when 
the  NCAA  got  tough. 

In  1989,  the  NCAA  de¬ 
cided  to  come  out  with  a  new 
rule.  This  was  called  Proposal 
42,  not  a  test  but  a  night¬ 
mare.  It  stated  that  if  high 
school  graduates  do  not  meet 
the  Proposition  48  require¬ 
ment,  they  could  not  receive 
a  scholarship  and  would  not 
receive  any  financial  aid  as¬ 
sistance. 

Many  college  athletic  di¬ 
rectors,  staff  members  dis¬ 
agree  with  this  ruling.  They 
feel  that  this  is  too  rough  on 
the  kids  of  today .  Coach  John 
Thompson  of  the  Georgetown 
Hoyas  quit  his  job  over  the 
proposal. 

If  you  stop  and  think  about 
the  kids  all  over  the  world, 
where  are  they  going  to  get 
the  money  to  pay  for  their 
own  schooling?  What  about 
the  parents  who  have  no  jobs? 

These  are  questions  the 
NCAA  has  to  face  up  to.  There 
will  be  a  vote  for  this  to  be  put 
into  effect.  If  it  goes  through, 
the  dreams  of  kids  wanting  to 
go  to  college  will  continue  to 
be  destroyed.

Head  Basketball  Coach 
and  Athletic  D  irector  for  Saint 
Joseph’s  College  Bill  Hogan 
said  “the  reason  for  Proposi¬ 
tion  42  is  because  of  the 
abuse.  Many  kids  are  not 
graduating  from  college.  The 
national  average  is  emba- 
rassingly  low. 

“Not  everyone  belongs  in 
college,  and  the  purpose  of 
’Prop’  42  is  to  close  a  loop¬ 
hole."  Hogan  added  that  he  is 
in  favor  of  Proposition  42, 
and  it  will  not  affect  SJC  since 
the  requirements  are  higher 
than  a  lot  of  other  Division  II 
schools.  The  effect  of  Propo¬ 
sition  42  is  that  the  Division 
II,  III  and  NAIA  schools  with 
lower  requirements  will  get 


the  Division  I  athletes  af¬ 
fected  by  Proposition  42. 

Head  Football  Coach  Bill 
Reagan  is  against  Proposi¬ 
tion  42.  “It  denys  someone’s 
opportunity  to  play  and  ad¬ 
just  to  college  life,"  Reagan 
said.  He  also  said  Proposi¬ 
tion  48  is  not  bad  and  that 
the  NCAA  should  Just  stay 
with  that  because  it  allows 
lower  academic  students  to 
adjust  to  college  and  still 
recieve  a  scholarship.

The  Concubine

“The  spirit  of  death  was 
known  to  take  away  people’s 
souls  shortly  after  midnight. 
That  was  when  Ekwueme 
died.”  This,  the  book's  end¬ 
ing,  relates  two  key  concepts 
in  the  novel:  death  and  reli¬ 
gion. 

The  story  is  centered 
around  Ihuoma,  a  very  beau¬ 
tiful  and  respected  woman  in 
an  African  village.  Her  promi¬ 
nence  in  the  village  is  over¬ 
shadowed  by  one  tragic  fact, 
that  the  men  who  love  her 


have  the  terrible  habit  of 
dying.  The  reason  for  this, 
according  to  the  tribal  “witch 
doctor”,  is  that  she  was  once 
the  wife  of  the  sea  god,  who 
apparently  is  the  jealous 
type. 

The  lives  of  the  people  are 
dominated  by  their  belief  in 
many  gods  whose  wrath  th  ey 
must  quell  in  different  situ¬ 
ations.  They  offer  sacrifices 
to  appease  the  gods  through 
“witch  doctors"  or  dibias, 
whom  they  believe  have  a 
connection  with  the  spirit 
world. 

Although  these  ceremo¬ 
nies  and  sacrifices  seem  fool¬ 


ish  to  us  (It  is  hard  to  see  how 
chopping  chicken  heads  off 
and  other  such  things  have 
an  impact  in  the  events  of 
people’s  lives),  the  novel  il¬ 
lustrates  how  important  they 
are  in  that  culture. 

Wh  ile  The  Concubine  is  not 
the  most  enjoyable  reading 
imaginable,  it  is  an  accurate 
depiction  of  a  culture  that  is 
misunderstood.  The  book  is 
slow  at  times  and  is  tragic  in 
nature,  but  it  is  interesting  in 
its  presentation  of  the  every¬ 
day  lives  and  the  unthink¬ 
able  customs  of  a  foreign 
people.

On  Wednesday,  March  1, 
the  Computer  Club  and 
computer  science  faculty  will 
sponsor  their  sixth  annual 
high  school  programming 
contest.

High 
school  students  are  invited 
to  submit  projects  “such  as 
software  applications  or  new 
uses  for  the  computer,”  ac¬ 
cording  to  James. 

Afternoon  activities  will 
begin  with  the  j  udging  of  these 
projects,  and  then  the  semi¬ 
nars  will  be  repeated.  The 
day's  end  will  feature  an 
awards  ceremony  in  which 
trophies  will  be  presented  to 


the  first,  second  and  third 
place  finishers  in  both  con¬ 
tests. 

Subjects  to  be  included  in 
the  seven  seminars  are:  desk¬ 
top  publishing  and  writing  in 
the  curriculum,  UNIX  soft¬ 
ware  engineering  worksta¬ 
tions,  computers  in  music 
education,  education  in  a 
networked  environment,  ca¬ 
reer  opportunities  in  comput¬ 
ing,  micro  computer  technol¬ 
ogy,  and  joint  high  school/ 
college  projects.

problem.  Not  only  was  this 
Cross’s  first  year  as  advisor, 
it  was  also  most  staff  mem¬ 
bers'  first  yearbook  work. 
Only  one  staffer  had  previ¬ 
ous  PHASE  experience.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  Cross,  people  with 
high  school  yearbook  experi¬ 
ence  would  not  stay  working 
on  PHASE. 

She  added, "Barry 
Stradtner  (PHASE  editor) 
worked  very  hard  to  drum  up 
enthusiasm  within  the  staff, 
but  only  a  few  maintained 
that  enthusiasm.” 

Of  the  15  students  who 
volunteered  for  the  PHASE 
staff  at  various  times  during 
Fall  semester,  "only  five  or 
six  would  attend  the  same 
meetings,"  Cross  said.  "So- 
mone  would  drop  out,  then 
another  person  would  volun¬ 
teer  and  stay  for  a  while" 
making  staff  training  and 


responsibilities  inconsistant. 
Photos  and  stories  assigned 
before  Christmas  were  not 
complete  by  late  Janauary. 

Stradtner,  a  freshman, 
was  upset  with  the  decision 
to  suspend  production  but 
would  not  comment  other 
than  to  say,  “Thirty  students 
have  approached  me  and  said 
they  were  willing  to  continue 
work  on  the  yearbook."  Ac¬ 
cording  to  reports,  Stradtner 
is  circulating  a  petition  to 
“Save  PHASE  with  a  new 
advisor.” 

Cross  proposed  suspend¬ 
ing  publishing  to  her  supe¬ 
rior  Jim  Valentine,  director 
of  development,  on  Jan.  27, 
when  she  realized  the  year¬ 
book  work  was  no  where  close 
to  meeting  a  major  deadline. 
“We  needed  to  submit  60 
pages  to  the  publisher  by  Feb . 
13  or  face  financial  penal¬ 


ties."  Valentine  has  approved 
the  one-year  moratorium. 

During  the  moratorium. 
Cross  hopes  to  send  upper¬ 
classmen  to  workshops  over 
the  summer  to  gain  experi¬ 
ence  like  she  did  with  the 
STUFF  editor  last  summer, 
but  she  needs  volunteers.  She 
also  hopes  to  hold  an  on 
campus  workshop  for  incom¬ 
ing  freshmen  next  fall  with 
help  from  upperclassmen. 

Cross  will  be  contacting 
other  college  yearbook  advi¬ 
sors  to  get  advice,  particu¬ 
larly  those  who  have  taken  a 
year  off.  She  is  convinced  that 
the  yearbook  can  fly  again, 
but  added  that  it  will  take 
“students  making  commit¬ 
ments  to  become  involved 
now.  That  includes  club  presi¬ 
dents  or  publicity  chairmen 
the  president  appoint  to  work 
with  PHASE.”

Big,  rambunctious  characters  ride  Lonesome  trail 


Lonesome  Dove 
By  Larry  McMurtry 
Novel  and  TV  Miniseries 
Review  by  Charles  Kerlin 

I  was  surely  the  first  per¬ 
son  in  Rensselaer  to  read  this 
Pulitzer  Prize  winning  novel 
by  Larry  McMurtry. 

I  got  it  the  day  it  arrived  in 
the  Rensselaer  library.  It  was 
a  Friday,  and  I  spent  the  en¬ 


tire  weekend  reading  all  900 
some  pages  of  it,  not  able  to 
stop,  but  never  wanting  it  to 
end. 

This  McMurtry  knows  how 
to  write  a  western.  This  may 
be  the  best  dag  gum  one  since 
Thomas  Berger's  Little  Big 
Man.  It's  certainly  the  big¬ 
gest  and  richest  one  ever,  full 
of  a  rambunctious  cast  of 


characters  all  bigger  than  life 
and  all  involved  in  a  wonder¬ 
ful,  symbolic  journey,  a  cattle 
drive  from  arid  and  dry  Lone¬ 
some  Dove  just  across  the 
Rio  Grande  from  Mexico  to 
clean,  unsettled,  cold  and 
beautiful  Montana.  Kind  of 
like  the  older  jhoumey,  you 
know,  from  ancient  Egypt  to 
the  promised  land  of  Israel. 


Those  other  fellows  had 
Moses,  but  McMurtry  has 
Gus  and  Captain  Call  lead¬ 
ing  his  drive,  both  ex-Texas 
Rangers  who  want  to  do  it  all 
just  one  more  time  before  they 
die. 

Call  is  a  hard  case  -  -  moody 
and  tight-lipped  and  stub¬ 
born,  while  Gus  is  a  ladies' 
man  (at  one  point  in  the  book 


he  leaves  two  of  them  crying 
for  him  at  the  same  time!),  a 
whiskey  drinker  and  as  lazy 
as  the  two  hogs  he  keeps  as 
pets  at  Lonesome  Dove. 

There  is  also  Newt,  Call’s 
unacknowledged  son;  Lau¬ 
rie,  a  whore  with  a  heart  of 
gold  ;  Jake  Spoon,  who  can't

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Haitian  coach  aims  at  Olympic  job,  U.S.  college

Students  who  have  wan¬ 
dered  over  to  the  gym  during 
the  Pumas’  basketball  prac¬ 
tice  in  the  past  three  weeks 
might  have  seen  the  visiting 
coach  from  Haiti.  His  name  is 
Fouad  Guillaume,  and  he 
coaches  high  school  basket¬ 
ball  in  Haiti. 

He  went  to  college  in  Haiti 
and  obtained  his  degree  in 
psychology.  At  the  University 
of  Haiti,  he  played  basketball 
as  well  as  other  sports.  He 
said  that  having  his  degree  in 
psychology  helps  his  coach¬ 
ing. 

Guillaume  has  accom¬ 
plished  a  lot  in  basketball  so 
far,  but  he  still  has  goals  he 
wants  to  complete.  He  played 
on  the  Haitian  national  team 
in  the  1981  Pan  American 
Games.  He  said  that  there  is 
a  good  chance  that  he  would 
be  coaching  the  Haitian 
Olympic  team  in  1992. 

Regarding  his  ultimate 
goal,  Guillaume  said,  “I  would 
like  to  coach  an  American 


college  team  someday.  But, 
you  have  to  start  someplace 
small  and  workyour  way  up.” 

Among  his  favorite  Ameri¬ 
can  college  coaches  are  Bobby 
Knight  of  Indiana  University, 
Georgetown's  John 

Thompson  and  Dean  Smith 
of  the  University  of  North 
Carolina. 

He  offered  some  compari¬ 
sons  between  American  and 
Haitian  basketball.  “Like 
American  basketball,  we  play 
strong  and  physical  under 
the  boards."  Haiti  has  better 
athletes,  he  said,  adding  that 
they  like  to  run  the  fast  break 
a  lot  more  than  American 
players. 

In  Guillaume’s  opinion, 
Haiti  lacks  “the  great  coaches 
that  America  has".  He 
laughed  at  the  suggestion 
that  he  might  be  Haiti’s  first. 
When  asked  why  he  liked  to 
coach,  he  said,  “By  coaching, 
you  learn  a  lot  from  the  kids." 

Guillaumeand  his  team 
watch  American  basketball 
every  day  on  ESPN.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  him.  the  name  synony¬ 


mous  with  American  basket¬ 
ball  in  Haiti  is  Michael  Jor¬ 
dan. 

He  seemed  to  practically 
be  in  love  with  American 
basketball.  “American  bas¬ 
ketball  is  great.  IVe  learned  a 
lot  from  it." 

Guillaume  seemed  very 
knowledgable  about  the 
heated  debate  over  Proposi¬ 


tion  42.  Unlike  most  of  the 
collegiate  officials  in  the 
United  States,  he  puts  a  lot  of 
the  blame  of  academic  failure 
on  coaches.  “Coaches  are  bad 
sometimes;  they  give  the  kids 
too  many  opportunities,"  he 
said. 

He  stressed  the  fact  that 
coaches  have  to  put  pressure 
on  student  athletes  either  to 


get  good  grades  or  not  to  play 
basketball.  This  was  one 
reason  why  he  liked  Bobby 
Knight  so  much.  He  said  was 
that  there  are  no  athletic 
scholarships  given  in  Haiti, 
so  his  country  didn’t  have 
that  problem. 

His  stay  at  SJC  has  been 
a  pleasant,  according  to 
Guillaume.  “This  is  a  good 
place  to  study.  The  people 
are  so  kind  as  well.”  He  has 
been  staying  in  Schwieter- 
mann  Hall  over  the  past  three 
weeks,  and  he  will  still  be 
around  for  about  five  days. 
Guillaume  has  been  playing 
with  Falstaff,  the  coaches’ 
team  in  the  B-League  of  in¬ 
tramural  basketball. 

Like  many  SJC  students, 
he  had  an  opinion  on  the  food 
here:  “Cafeteria  food  will 
always  be  cafeteria  food. "Also 
among  his  displeasures  is  the 
snow.  Since  Haiti  has  a  warm 
climate,  the  snow  probably 
would  bother  him. 

The  coach  plans  to  return 
with  some  of  his  players  for 
the  summer  basketball  camp. 


Men 's  team

The  slumping  men’s  bas¬ 
ketball  team  lost  three  of  its 
last  four  games  and  is  now 
1 0- 10  on  the  season.  Injuries 
to  leading  scorer  Chris  Brown 
and  solid  rebounder  Tim 
Stunda  contributed  to  the 
team’s  lack  of  success. 

The  Pumas  started  the  last 
two  weeks  strong  by  aveng¬ 
ing  a  five-point  loss  at  Ash¬ 
land  with  a  84-69  victory  over 
the  Eagles  at  home,  Feb.  2. 
Jerry  Alicea  hit  three  of  those 
three -pointers  and  led  the 
team  with  22  points. 

On  Saturday,  Feb.  4, 
Northern  Kentucky  came  to 
town.  The  Norsemen  built  a 
22-3  cushion  within  the  first 
eight  minutes  of  play  and  lead 
47-29  at  the  half. 

But,  the  Pumas  would  not 
die  easily,  and  they  pecked 
away  at  the  Northern  Ken¬ 
tucky  lead.  A  pair  of  free 
throws  by  Matt  Eckert 
brought  the  Pumas  to  within 
10  for  the  first  time  in  the 
game ,  and  they  trailed  by  nine 
midway  through  the  second 
half.  A  four-point  play  by 
Alicea  brought  Saint  Joe  to 


feeling  slump  with  injuries  to  Brown,  Stunda 


within  one,  77-76,  with  1:40 
remaining.  This  set  the  stage 
for  Todd  Grace’s  twisting  last 
second  Jump  shot  that  sent 
the  game  into  overtime.  Four 
consecutive  free  throws  at  the 
end  of  the  game  gave  the 
Norsemen  a  93-89  victory. 

The  comeback  was  made 
without  the  scoring  punch  of 
Chris  Brown,  who  left  the 
game  in  the  first  half  with  a 
back  injury.  Alicea  again  led 
the  team  with  18  points,  and 
Rodney  Gates  and  Tim 
Stunda  shared  four  each. 

IU-South  Bend  emerged 
from  a  tightly  contested  battle 
with  a  72 -67 victory  at  Alumni 
Fieldhouse  on  Tuesday,  Feb. 
7.  The  non-conference  loss 
saw  Chris  Brown  leave  with  a 
strained  back  for  the  second 
game  in  a  row.  Tim  Stunda 
also  left  the  game  with  an 
Injured  knee. 

Both  players  missed  the 
Saturday,  Feb.  11,  game  and 
could  be  out  for  up  to  a  week. 
Without  the  services  of  these 
two  key  players,  the  Pumas 
blew  a  three-point  lead  and 
were  outscored  10-2  in  the 
final  five  minutes  of  play. 


The  Pumas  put  forth  a 
strong  road  effort  on  Satur¬ 
day  against  IUPU-Fort  Wayne 
but  were  unable  to  snap  their 
two  game  losing  streak.  The 
depleted  Puma  squad  stayed 


close  and  even  lead  late  in 
the  second  half,  until  three 
consecutive  steals  in  the  clos¬ 
ing  minutes  gave  the  Masto¬ 
dons  a  78-73  victory.  Sopho¬ 
mores  Andy  Evens  and  Rod¬ 


ney  Gates  shared  scoring 
honors  with  14  points  eaA. 

The  Pumas  will  attempt 
to  stay  above  the  .500  mark 
when  they  battle  Indianapo¬ 
lis  here  tonight  (Feb.  16). 


N.  Kentucky  gives  Deno  1 ,000th  point

On  Feb.  2,  the  Lady  Pu¬ 
mas  won  their  sixth  straight 
game  as  they  ran  over  Ash¬ 
land  97-63  at  Alumni  Field- 
house.

Freshman  Jennifer  Herrman 
tiped  in  a  D’Lee  Cudworth 
missed  free  throw  with  2:15 
left  for  a  90-58  SJC  lead  as 
everyone  saw  action  in  the 
win.  Jeannette  Yeoman  led 
the  Lady  Pumas  with  37 
points  including  six  three- 
pointers.

Feb.  4,  Northern  Kentucky 
battled  SJC  at  Alumni  Field- 
house.  Sophomore  Jennifer 
Radosevic  hit  a  three-pointer 
with  10  seconds  remaining 
to  give  the  Lady  Pumas  a 
hard  fought  69-67  victory. 
SJC  held  a  31-30  halftime 
lead.  After  Senior  Karen  Deno 
scored  her  1 ,000  career  point, 
the  game  was  tied  at  54  with 
7:14  remaining.  The  Norse- 
women  scored  the  next  five 
straight  and  led  with  6:11 
left.  NKU  led  67-66  with  :50 
before  Radosevic 's  heroics. 

Lewis  became  the  next 
victim  at  Alumni  Fieldhouse 
as  SJC  dropped  the  Lady 
Flyers  92-78.  The  Lady 
Pumas  stormed  out  to  a  2 1-7 
lead  after  the  first  10  min¬ 
utes  and  led  43-35  at 


halftime.  Jeannete  Yeoman 
led  a  balanced  scoring  attack 
with  24  points.  Cheryl  Vail 
added  23,  Karen  Deno.

Sets,  costumes,  music  shaping  up  for  'Threepenny  Opera' 


Do  you  remember  the 
childhood  story  “The  Little 
Engine  That  Could”?  The  little 
engine  continued  to  say  to 
itself,  “I  think  I  can.  I  think  I 
can.”  The  little  engine  suc¬ 
ceeded  in  pulling  the  boxcars 
and  saved  the  day. 

There  are  approximately 
60  students  and  adults  in¬ 
volved  with  this  year’s  spring 
musical  “Threepenny  Opera”, 
and  they  are  not  just  think¬ 
ing  they  can  carry  off  the 
show.  They  know  they  can. 

The  musical,  which  is 
scheduled  for  March  30  and 
3 1  and  April  1 ,  is  well  under¬ 
way  in  all  aspects  from  set 
design  to  choreography  to 
musical  coordination.  There 
ar^many  individuals  involved 


behind  the  scenes  who  de¬ 
vote  many  hard  working 
hours  in  hopes  for  success. 

John  Rahe  is  the  director 
of  the  musical,  and  he  spends 
more  than  20  hours  a  week 
in  the  Scene  Shop  construct¬ 
ing  sets  and  supervising 
rehearsals.  “This  set  is  the 
biggest  and  the  best  design 
we’ve  had  in  quite  a  while," 
Rahe  said. 

Plans  and  construction  of 
the  set  began  before  Christ¬ 
mas.  The  set  consists  of  seven 
platforms,  one  extended  in 
front  of  the  stage  and  the 
other  six  climbing  to  a  6-foot- 
6-inch  elevated  platform. 
Foreman  Joe  Billetz,  senior, 
along  with  16  students  — 
some  from  Theater  Lab  and 
work-study,  some  working 
voluntarily — have  completed 
the  structure  and  are  pres¬ 


ently  covering  it.  Martina 
Conti,  Andy  Poletto  and  Paul 
Simatovich,  seniors,  are  a 
part  of  the  crew  as  well  as 
cast  members.  Conti  said, 
“This  is  the  hardest  set  I  have 
ever  worked  on." 

Lecturer  in  art  Louisa 
Monfort  designed  the  set  and 
is  also  working  on  costumes. 
More  than  30  costumes  will 
made  by  piecing  together  old 
costumes. 

Monfort  is  using  the 
musical  as  credit  for  a  gradu¬ 
ate  degree  from  the  Art  Insti¬ 
tute  of  Chicago.  “All  of  the 
cast  members  have  given  me 
positive  feedback,  and  they 
are  open  to  my  ideas,”  said 
Monfort. 

Freshman  Kristi  Corsaro, 
who  has  13  years  of  dance 
experience,  is  choregraphing 
the  musical.  Over  Thanks¬ 


giving  and  Christmas  breaks, 
Corsaro  listened  to  the  songs 
from  the  musical  and  created 
dance  steps  she  felt  would  fit 
the  characters’  behavior.  It 
takes  Corsaro  two-and-a-half 
hours  to  choreograph  one 
song  completely. 

Dorothy  Jones  is  the 
music  director  for 
“Threepenny  Opera.”  Jones 
is  working  with  her  Music 
Theory  students  who  will 
compose  instrumental  parts 
for  the  pit  band.  There  are 
five  pit  band  members  who 
practice  on  their  own  time. 
Eight  different  instruments 
will  be  played,  and  freshman 
B.  J.  Sell  will  play  the  entire 
piano  accompaniment. 

When  Jones  was  first 
approached  by  Rahe  with  the 
idea  of  the  musical,  she  said, 
“I’ll  give  it  a  try.  It’ll  be  fun.” 


After  working  with  her  Music 
Theory  classes  and  the  cast, 
Jones  remarked,  “This  not  a 
theater  school.  I  am  amazed 
what  they  can  do.  The  cast 
grasps  the  social  conscious¬ 
ness  of  the  play,  and  that  is 
great.” 

Student  director  and  stage 
manager  Vicky  Munk  is  re¬ 
sponsible  for  scheduling, 
recording  the  actors'  move¬ 
ments  on  stage  and  filling  in 
for  absent  characters.  Munk 
works  about  1 5  hours  a  week, 
and  she  hopes  this  experi¬ 
ence  will  benefit  her  career 
goal  to  be  a  television  pro¬ 
ducer  or  theater  director. 

“Everyone  is  cooperating 
really  well.  There  have  been 
many  absences  due  to  flu, 
night  classes  and  personal 
business,  but  we  are  right  on 
schedule,"  said  Munk.
